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F HE injuries which you have done 
to your country, to the honour f 
one of his Majeſty's corps, and to myſelf, 
call for chis Leiter from me to you. The 
ſubjett of it is ſome particulars in your 
Lordſhip! s-conduQt-as ſecretary at war, which: 
I have had acceſs to know, and the effets 
of your general official conguſd, atteſted by 

8 nation's ſufferings. 

Near three years ago, when preparations 
were making for ſending, a large force to 
America, a great difficulty was found in 
procuring private men for the levies to 
the old regiments. The flandard. of the 
heightof che men was lowered. The boun- 
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5 ( 29 : 
ty-money was raiſed. The Roman Cathoz 
lic nobility and gentry of Ireland engaged 
fo give their aſſiſtance. But all theſe contri- 
vances were to no purpoſe : Even in chat 
country, the continual nurſery of ſoldiers, 
few were to be found, and moſt of theſe 
few deſerted. 1 
It is believed, that, on theſe accounts, the 
a King s miniſters entertained thoughts of do- 
ing that which, in ſpite of your Lordſhip, 
they have lately done, I mean of raiſing 
troops by means of new corps, and giving 
the higher commiſſions to ſuch officers of 
the old corps, and the ſubaltern commiſſions 
to ſuch gentlemen, not formerly officers, 
as had intereſt with the people to procure 
the private men; the commiſſions of both 
being made to depend upon their finding 
the men. This mode of raiſing troops was 
- neceſſary ; becauſe all others had been tried 
in vain, It was wiſe ; becauſe all, your 
Lordſhip excepted, ſaw, that a Britiſh cauſe 
would be beſt defended by Britiſh ſubjefts. 
And it muſt. have been men norwith-

ſtanding your averments to the contrary 3 
| © becauſe, when it was lately put in execution 
by the miniſters they found ten thouſand 
men in Scotlai.d in little more than ten | 
weeks ; a ſure proof, that, whenever tried, 
it will always ſucceed. 
This meaſure you oppoſed indecently, 
both in private and in public. You, Who 
| had been accuſtomed to turn with every mi- i 
niſter, hung on the wheels of government 
in diſtreſs. By your oppoſition in parlia- 
ment, you created a ſuſpicion in the nation 
of diſtractions in the King's councils, inſtead 
of drawing a veil over them, if there were 
any but what you made. Vou had the ab- 
ſurdity to ſay in the houſe of Commons, 
that you could not in couſcience vote for Ge- 
neral Fraſer's regiment, Even after that 
regiment was reſolved on, you endeavoured 
to mark it with childiſh fymptoms of your 
diſlike ; but the Colonel of it is no triſler. 
Your Lordſhip ſpeedily retraQted the falſe 
movement in which our ora had engaged | 
you.

Ven ſucceeded however in the main in 


your oppoſition : The miniſters . were ob”. 
liged. to relinquiſh. their projet, - The 
: diſappoimment left. them then no alterna- 
tive, but to apply to foreign princes to 
defend the Britiſh empire, and to bire, 


at an iucredible expence, German troops! 


to fight. in America againſt Germans, who. 
called them friends and brothers. One of 


your Lordſhip s arguments was, that new le- 


vies were not to be truſted in the field. Are 
newꝛ German levies better than new Britiſh. 
: levies? Did your Lordſhip. expeft that ſo- 
reign princes were to give you their veteran 
troops, on which their own ſaſery depends, 


to lend acroſs the Atlantic T. It i is notorious 


10 all, that the troops ſent, were nothing. 
more than the common militia of the coun- 


tries from whence they went. Conſequen- 
ces natural, unavoidable, followed. One en- 


tire body were made captive without firing 


a ſhot, when their commander was drunk.

and when Engliſhmen paſſed. them. Others 
vere ſtormed i in their camp. and refuſed to re- 
cover their poſt. And all made it their weekly, 
daily, and hourly employment to plunder 
friends and foes alike wherever they went, by 
which they loſt to England the few friends ſhe 
 hadinAmerica,and drovemany who hadbeen 

formerly neutral into rebellion. Even En- 

gliſh armies you diſabled ; for, when no re- 
eruits could be got but by new corps, the 
old regiments which were ſent abroad were 
incomplete, and that happened, which has 
happened ever ſince you was ſecretary at 
war; you know what I ſay to be true; Eng. 
land had armies on paper, but not in the 
field. If America i is loſt, it 1s gon, and you, 
only who have loſt it. 

The miſchief does not ſtop here, vas 
took care indeeed, becauſe you had the re- 
commendation of the officers, that the re- 
giments in America ſhould have addition- 
al companies, to ſerve as nurſeries for 
 draughts to keep the regiments complete, 
if that was poſſible ; and ſuch of them as 

e hag 
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bad a better chance than others for recruits, 
were left at home, to enable them the bet 
ter to raiſe them. But you took not the 
fame precaution with regard to the regi- 


ments in the Welt- Indies, for which there 
were two reaſons ; one, that you knew men 


could be killed in battle, but not chat they 
could be killed by climate; the other, 


that you knew you could not extend your 


influence much, by recommending to Weſt- 


India commiſſions, becauſe few are fond of 


aſking them. What has been the conſe- 


quence of your drawing this line of diſtinc- 
tion? There were not, by the laſt returns, 


above five huudred and fifty fighting men 


alive in Jamaica, to defend one 'of- the | 
brighteſt jewels in the Engliſh crown, By 
the ſame rewrns, there were not above one 


| hundred and twenty-five fighting men alive 
to defend the whole of the ceded iflands. 
One of theſe iſlands had only fixteen ſoldiers 
left to protect it.

| you only, who have loſt the Welt- Indies to 
England. 
It may appear very ny that a 

man of ſo ordinary capacity as you are, 
Thould be able to do ſo much miſchief.

tal and unerring effects. Your Loadſhip's 
fortune in life is a proof of this truth. You 
| have been long in the poſſeſſion of power,

Aud this combined intereſt you honoured | 
with the title of the army intere et, of which 
vou declared yourſelf to be the bead; and 
wich much pedantry, had the game of it 


continually in your mouth. Perhaps, too, the 


conſers, gave weight to the opinion of the 


war- office oven in your hands. Some of the 
miniſters were new in office, and wigbt be 
therefore unacquainted with the real extent 


of either your conſequence or your” know- 


8 ledge ; and all of them were perhaps averſe 
to let America know, that, in the very out- 
let of the war, there were diſtradions in the 
King's councils, however intereſted or weak 


the man might. be who both created and 
expoſed them, Perhaps too, fatality fought 
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on your ide. From theſe complicated cau- 


ſes, you, who have not talents to condutt a 


borough, had the chance to diſappoint the 


only plan that could have ſaved an empire. 


While the queſtion, Whether new corps 


ſhould be raiſed, that is, whether the Bri- 
tiſh empire ſhould be defended by her own 
ſons, or by foreigners? was in agitation, it 
occurred to me, the courſe of whoſe ſtudies 
lead me often to purſue the conneQtion be- 


tween political cauſes and effects, and to in- 


quire into the reaſons of the riſe and fall of 

* empires, chat there was a weapon of war 
yet untried by Britain, mighty and ſtrong; 
- that ninety out of an hundred of the King's 

5 ſubjetts 1 in Ireland were Roman catholics; 

that theſe had long proved their loyalty, by 


the fureſt of all teſts, their patience under 
. ſufferings, were to a man, enemies to the 


American rebellion, and, for a century paſt, 
had made every corner of Europe ring 
with the fame of their valour; that, when 


the nobleſt empire that God ever formed, 


| becauſe the freeſt, was in danger, ſtateſmen : 
whoſe 


vhoſe minds were large, not little like 
yours, were to take help wherever they could 
get it; and that, ſince Scots rebels had been 
permitted to aſſiſt in ſaving America in the 
laſt war, Iriſh popiſh loyaliſts might well be 
permitted to aſſiſt in recovering it in this 
one; that the reaſon why few recruits had 
been got in Ireland, even though the popiſh 
| nobility there had engaged for them, aroſe 
from the ſhort views, and fad deficiency of 
invention and diſcernment in the ſecretary 
at war; for that, as long as the practice was 
continued, of beating up in Ireland for re- 
cruits to go into the old regiments, that is, 
for Iriſhmen to go into Engliſh, and Roman 
catholics into proteſtant regiments, where 
their country and their religion were ſcoffed 
at by their companions, few would be 
found, and of theſe few moſt would deſert ; - 
whereas, if new regiments were raiſed, com · 
poled of proteſtant officers, becauſe the Eng- 
liſh laws require it, but the private men en- 
tirely of Iriſh, and either entirely of catho- 
lics, or indiſcriminately of proteſtant and 
OS . catholic.

catholic Hiſn, many regiments might ad 


raiſed for the moſt inſtantaneous ſervice. 


I conſeſs my views went further. To one 
who had not your Lordſhip's total want of 
preſcience, it readily occurred, that, whether 


the war was ſueceſsful or not, a war carried 1 
on at three thouſand! miles diſtance, during 
the continuance of which there could not fail 
to be a ſuſpenſion of trade, and conſequently 8 
of public revenue, required every leſſening of 
2 expence which could be ſuggeſted to the war- 
office; that the liberties of England were 
ſaſe, juſt in proportion as men of family and 
fortune, who had an intereſt to defend them, 
vent into the army; that the practice of half 


pay had ariſen at times when few men of 
fortune went into the army, and officers of 
no fortune required ta be provided for ; 


that, in the preſent conteſt with Menden 
every man who had one thouſand pounds in 
his pocket, had five hundred depending up- 
on the iſſue of it; that, in great national 
conteſts; when intereſt, pride, and reſent. 


ment,

ment, were all engaged, unuſual, and even 
romantic exertions, were to be expected; 
chat, at preſent, there was more wealth and 
ſpirit united in individuals of the Britiſh | 
nations, than, perhaps, in all Europe beſides; 
and chat, therefore, it was not impoſſible to 
find officers willing to engage in the cauſe 
of glory and their country, without the 
views of half pay; that, if the generous ex- 
ainple was once fhewn, men would vie wich 
men, by the force of emulation and pride: 
that ſucli a ſpedtacle would be a ſurer teſt to 
America of the ſincerity of Britiſh and Iriſh 
| zeal than all the addreſſes of all the ga- 
zettes ; and that it would be infinitely honou- 
rable for his Majeſty, as it would be ſuch a 
proof of the difintereſted loyalty of his ſub- 
jeQs, as neither Queen Anne, for extending 
the glories of England, nor King William, 
for eſtabliſhing, or former Kings of the Ha. 
nover ſamily, for reſpedting the liberties of 
England, had ever received from their ſub⸗ | 
jekts. I remembered with what fadility re- 
_ had been raiſed, without views to 
half 


half pay, on great emergencies, at one pe- 
nod in England, and at another in Scotland, 
in my own day. From all theſe things I con- 
cluded, that the ſaving of public treaſure 
might be connected with the ſyſtem of 
raiſing new corps for the American war. 
But, I did not think that the King's 
; ſecretary at war was the perſon bound in 
duty to oppoſe the experiment at leaſt. 
The reaſonings of men not immediately 
in power, are generally of little conſequence, 
becauſe they are ſeldom able to carry them 
into effect. But that was not my caſe : The 
men were engaged who had the ſame 
thoughts that I had on theſe ſubjeQs, and 
were ready to throw the expreſſion of them 
into action. Authoriſed by. many conſide- 
Table perſans in Ireland, I preſented a me- 
morial to the King's ſervants, in which it 
was propoſed to raiſe a new corps in Ire- 
land, of which the officers were all to be 
proteſtants, and the private men all to be

armies were known in it, the officers of the 
projected corps offered, in the heat of a war, 
to go acroſs the Atlantic to America; and 
yet, in. order to prevent inſinuations of in- 
tereſted views, even from ſuch a man as you, 
they gave me leave in their memorial to de- 
clare, that they deſired no half pay, and no 
rank in the army after the war ſhould be 
 over.---If ever a body of men deſerved to be 
the favourite corps of a generous, or juſt, 
or wiſe ſecretary at war, it was one offered 
on ſuch terms. The ſequel will ſhew bow 
your Lordſhip favoured it. * 
T They propoſed for their POP 0 my 
brother William, not their countryman, but, 
what they valued more, their friend. He 
was at that time eldeſt Captain in the twen- 
tieth regiment, able to purchaſe; and I was, 
in a very ſhort time after, poſſeſſed of a let- 
ter from Major Auckland of that regiment, 
obliging bimſelf to ſell him his majority at the 
regulation price, that is, at ſeveral hundred 
pounds below the market-price, as ſoon as 
he himſelf could get leave to purchaſe bigh-

er in the army. But this ſituation, {s ad- 
vantageous for a young officer, my brother 
relinquiſhed ; and from' that reſpe& which 
the younger branches of families in Scotland 

pay to the heads of them, and for which it 
is beld one of the moſt ſacred duties of life 
for the head to give protection to them in 
return, he entered into all my views. He 
did more; for, in order to prevent that jar- 
gon eternally in your Lordſhip's mouth, a-

had, but only to preſerve his rank, and to be 


entitled to future rank, according as his ſer- 
vices ſhould deſerve it.

| ſhip at that time ſaid to me, with a little pee- 
viſhneſs, to which I have ſometimes leen 
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Fou a little ſubjeQ, chat you confideted the 
Colonels of the old corps as your clients, and 
| that you would not ſuffer their intereſts to 
be injured by the interference of ne corps: 
An obſervation which made a deep impreſ- 
fon upon my 1 mind at the time, when I re- 
flected that it was an avowal of your ſetting 


up the intereſts of a few officers of the army 


againſt the intereſts of the ſtate. ' Caeſar and 
Cromwell, 5. & know, did ſo ; ; but TOE” did 
not ule to talk of it. 


"However, the terms could' not fail to be 


accepted by a Prince who loves his army, 
but loves his people till more. And, much 


to. your Lordſhip's mortification, Captain 


Dalrymple raiſed his battalion, with two hun⸗ 


dred men over, in twenty-one days. 
Perhaps the crime of his getting this 
corps againſt your will, and of his raiſing it 


fo ſpeedily againſt your wiſhes, might have 


been pardoned by your 'Lordfhip ; but it 


vas not. The reaſon is obvious; it betray- 


ed a ſecret which you had always concealed, 
that, whenever this nation was puſhed, ſhe

fore a court martial, that, in the front of 
the battalion, and in the hearing of all the 
officers and men, be loaded it with terms 
of ſcurrility. Your Lordſhip had ſoon af. 
ter the ſa tisfaction to know, that ſuch of the 
intended officers as were of noble birth, 
quitted a corps, which they deemed conta- 
minated by ſo foul a diſgrace. But you had 
a much greater ſatisfaction, when you read 
in Lord Caven' s report, that the commands 
ant had loſt his temper on the field, and, in 
the heat of his complaints, had uſed im- 
r ws to his Lordſhip. |

All Ireland cried out againſt the proceed- 
ing of Lord Cavan ; ſtrangers to my bro« 
ther generouſly took his part. Unaſked and 
unknown to him, Colonel Burgoyne, Gene- 
ral Jobnſton, with many others, wrote to 
Lord North, Lord George Germain, Ge- 
neral Cuningham, and Colonel Smith, a 
true ſtate of the corps. I was not fo inat- 
tentive to a brother's intereſt and honour as 
not to inform your Lordſhip of theſe letters.

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In this diſtreſs, you took every advantage 
of the man whom all others pitied. Under 
the pretence that the battalion was uncom- f 
plete, becauſe Lord Cavan had caſt theſe 
three hundred men, you ſtopped the pay of 
the whole corps. Were I to make this letter 
public, which I once thought of doing, the 

public would perhaps have ſome indulgence 

for the writer of it, when they heard, that 
one of the King of England' s regiments, of- 


ficers and all, were, during ſix months, main- 


tained by two of his ſubjefts ; one of whom, 
their commandant, has little fortune, but 
his ſword, his honour, the blood of half

Under the fame pretence of your belief in 
the truth of Lord Cavan' s report, you refuſed, 
for above four months, to ſend arms to the | 
battalion, though i its commandant repeatedly 
preſſed you, by letters, for arms to diſcipline 
the men. Tbis you called pundtilio to the 
forms of office. Woe to that country, in | 
which the neceſſities of ſtate are in 13 
hands as yours, obliged continually to yield 
to the pundctilios of office ! In this light the 
commandant was a great offender againſt 
pundtilio indeed; for, when you refuſed to 
ſend him muſkets, he bought two hundred old 
ones at his own expence; with theſe, in a feu 
weeks, he brought his men to handle their 
arms with as much eaſe as if they had been 
drum-ticks, and to manoeuvie as if they 
had been veteran troops. General Johnſton 
and General Irwin pardoned this diſregard 
of punRtilio ; for, when they reviewed bis 
men, at different times from each other, both
